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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restriction 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 
L Claims 2-4, 12-16, 18-19, 27-31, 33, 34, 42-44 and 52-55, drawn to a system, 

apparatus, and method for establishing and modifying communication sessions based on 
collected users 5 profile in a database, classified in class 709, subclass 224. 

II. Claims 5-11, 20-2, 35-40, 45-50 and 56-61, drawn to a system, apparatus, and method 
for cooperating processing, rules setting for providing demand base messaging and action 
modification, classified in class 709, subclass 204-207. 

3. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions II and I are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 

combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such as allowing a 
communicating computer to monitoring and collecting users behavior in a profile data base and 
using the profile information for modifying users action and future communication; invention II 
has separate utility such as allowing a computer to establish rules to govern content's type and 
actions in real time. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

4. Claims 1, 17, 32, 41 and 51 link inventions II and I. The restriction requirement between 
the linked inventions is subject to the non-allowance of the linking claim(s), claims 1, 17, 32, 41 
and 5 1 .
